3o The v J ovron-Transport shipyard concentrated on the construction of new vessels 
for the Danube. On 16 October 1 9h9$ the following vessels were under construc- 
tion in the shipyards seven tugs of the Iloria type, five or six tugs of a newer 
type, four or five river tank barges of 2,000 tons and allegedly 30 fishing 
vessels * The Jloria-type tugs had a 600 HP engine, a length of 30 meters, a 
boon of 7 motors, and a draught of l*h/l*C moters* fork on these tugs was 
started in ’ugust ±9h9> and by 1 C October 19h9 the Crisan was ready to be 
launched, and it was planned to launch the next vessel in the spring of 1J?50 
and to complete the remainder by autumn 1<>50* The newer type tugs under 
construction had a iiOO HP engine, a length of 25 meters, a bean of 5 motors, 
and twin scrota* Of this typo of tug, the Horia and the Cloaca had already 
been put into the service of the dovron-Transport by 1 6 October,, (3) Of the 
river tank barges- under construction, one was already being fitted out by Octo- 
ber 19h9« These barges, which were for tho dovicts, were allegedly priced at 10 
million Lei, apiece, x hc speed at wig. eh fishing vessels were built at the 
govrom-Transport shipyard had been increased consider ably.

ho Hope ir work on Danube vessels was also carried out at the shipyard, and on 
16 October 19h9i three tovi barges v;ere on the slip in the old harbor., How* 
ever, Rumanian ships frequently underwent repair in foreign shipyards. For 
example, the 300-UP steam tug Astrakhan was repaired in Budapest, and the 
tug Cernicov was repaired in Komouburg (F 2*9/3 30), The Sovrom-Transport 
Shipyard also produces ship propellers md mechanical replacement parts* As 
a result of the high quota and close supervision tho proscribed output is 
reached, at least as far as quantity is concerned* Quality, however, is in- 
ferior because of hasty work and the workmen's lack of interest due to low 
wages,

Harch 1949* ^lese 
tugs built for the Soviets wore about 20 meters lone- for these the Soviets 
supplied German six-cylinder engines "lib 5 kotorenbau 531 V.'orkmcn stated 
that every three months one vessel would be finis lied* One tug was ready on 
15 Parch 19h9 and another tuc was to be launched late in October 1 9k9» It is 
not lcnoT.n whother another one was finished in the summer of 19U9 as was sche- 
duled, bi gi t -hundred-ton Danube barges v/ere also built in the shipyard® Three 
were under construction in the summer of 19U9*

not shot; then® They had rod am bands with a yellow "P" (meaning w paza fr ~ 
guard)* They were reliable party members who underwent special training either 
with the security police or the militia*

These so-called fishing vessels may "be mine sweepers but the statements are so 
vague that it is not possible to determine the kind and size of the vessels*

seems to be over-estimated more than twice*
